Her Arrival in Cleveland.

Soon after the divorce was granted, which 
was asked for on the grounds of infid 
Dr. Springsteen received a letter from a 
Buffalo attorney informing him that Mrs.

a” other volumes.

For three weeks Dorr's whereabouts had 
deen unknown to his friends and old busines» 
associates in Chicago. For a week earlier 
he had been staying at the University club, 
of which he was a nonresident member. 

It was found last night that he hal paid 
50 cents for the room at the Superior hotel. 
Only 80 cents were found on the body. 


Law Violated in Hotel. 

Dorr’s name was not on the hotel register 
and his identity was learned from letters and 
telegrams in his pockets. The proprietor of 
the hotel, William L. Shuster, admitted to the 
police that this failure to secure a guest's sig- 
nature ‘was a common practice. 

“ We don't have much transient trade, and 
this man did not look as if his identity would 
ever bother anybody,” he said. “If it is a 
violation of law I didn’t know it. Generally 
we put a guest’s name in the register our- 
selves. My wife assigned this man a room, 
and 1 suppose she forgot it.“

One letter found among Dorr's effects was

Body Discovered by a Maid. 

According to Shuster, the hotel proprietor, 
Dorr applied for a room at 10:30 o'clock 
Wednesday night, and, having been assigned 
one, had locked the door behind him. He 
was alone and was not seen again until 2 
p. m. yesterday, when a maid knocked on 
the door and was unable to arouse the occu- 
pant. Looking over the transom, she saw 
Dorr sitting in a chair, half dressed. 

The police were summoned by Shuster. 
Th y found the door still loeked and the key 
in the keyhole on the inside. When the door 
was forced Dorr vas found to be dead, 

Dorr formerly was secretary and treasurer 
of the Horn-Danz Can company of 8t, Paul. 
but had sold his interest in the concern to 
the American Can company. It had been his 
custom when in Chicago to get his mall at 
the office of the latter concern, where he was 
well known. 

Members of the tompany said last night 
that he had not appeared at the office for 
several weeks and was thought to have left 
the city. They expressed themselves as 
puzzled over his staying at the hotel in North

lunchroom in the school life seems obvious 
and naturai. Consider the situation in the 
high schools, particularly. The district is 
always large, and many of the pupils come 


several miles; the noon intermission is at the 


most a half hour; going home for lunch is out 
ot the question; a lunch—and a warm one, at 
that—of nourishing, appetizing food is a 
necessity to those growing boys and girls, 
working under the taxing demands made by 
our course of study. Surely a scheme of edu- 
cation which offers a gymnasium for the 
development of the bodies of its charges 


might consistently include a lunchroom 


where they can be properly nourished. 
Falling such provision on the part of the 
school authorities, what happens? In the 
vicinity of every school flourish little shops 
and bakeries with displays of candy, macca- 
roona, frippery cakes, and airy concoctions of 
sweets most enticing in their appeal to the 
palates of young America. | 


Perhaps there happens to be nothing in the 
house suitable for filling lunch boxes; per- 
haps the young people refuse to carry the 


any way, declaring they er to go withou 
lunch; most people after & time weary to the 


point of disgust of eating from a lunch box. 
The sight of one becomes enough to take 


away the appetite. The indulgent and sym- 


pathetic parent yields to the plea for "eine 
money and never asks how it is spent. Imag- 
ine how astonished and dismayed he would 
be if could see his daughter replenishing 


her wasted tissues with chocolate creamsand 
pickles, and he might even have misgivings 
about the effect of successive installments 
of pie and “ bismarks on the armor plated 
stomach of his son. But such stuff the boys 
and girle will buy unless substantials are 
presented to them > in a a. ie form. 


Here is a problem pels the attention of 
the modern mother, who has come to recog- 
nize that her duty to her children extends

And how much has been accom- 
plished through the country and here in 
our own city through the initiative of a few 
public spirited women!

A capable 
manager is the first requisite; one who knows 
how to figure closely and plan largely; how 
to buy to the best advantage, and to cater to 
the caprices of 500 young people, both wisely 
and generously. Lacking the experienced 
head, similar schemes, finely conceived, have 
come to grief. 

Happy the club that realizes the economy of 
employing an expert to direct the work.
